After reviewing the entire record in this case^ including the October 13, 2006 report by 
doctors Bruce R. Berger, M.D, and Jill R. Grant, Psy. D, of the Federal Medical Center in Butner, 



North Carolina, it appears to the Court that the defendant is not presently competen|t to stand 
trial. It appears fiarther that defendant has refused to be treated with psychotropic imedication that 
would likely render him competent. The parties have not requested a hearing to determine 



whether defendant should receive antipsychotic medication involuntarily for the purpose of 



restoring him to competency. 



In order for the Court to make a finding by a preponderance of the evidence] that the 



defendant is presently suffering from a mental disease or defect rendering him men|;ally 
incompetent to the extent that he is unable to understand the nature and consequences of the 
proceedings against him or to assist properly in his defense, and to assist in determining whether
